Classes were offered for 
the first timein 1959 
and the first com- 
mencement--for five 
students--took place in 
1960. 
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CAL STATE FULLERTON CAMPUS 


The University's 24,500 students come primarily 
from Southern California with many from other states 
and other nations. Many students commute each day to 
and from classes; some come to classes only in the evening. 

Drawn from throughout the world, the 775- 
member faculty is noted for its commitment to effective 
teaching and scholarly activity. Research is actively 
pursued, typically with students involved. 

The University enjoys full accreditation for its 
overall program. In addition, national recognition has 
been accorded to programs in art, athletic training, busi- 
ness, chemistry, communications, education, engineer- 
ing, music, nursing, public administration, speech and 
hearing, and theater. All told there are 85 degree pro- 
grams - 41 of them at the graduate level plus several cre- 
dential programs and five certificate programs. 

Reinforcing classroom instruction is an intern- 
ship and cooperative education program that allows stu- 
dents to gain on-the-job experience while continuing their 
regular studies. 

Another amenity is the extended education pro- 
gram. It provides classes, workshops, conferences and 
study tours without the formalities of regular admission 
to the University. Still another strong point is the 
University's cultural events program. It admission to the 
University. Still another strong point is the University's 
cultural events program. It includes a series that brings 
nationally-known professional artists to the campus for 
residencies as well as public performances. 


An extensive recreation program aimed chiefly at 
students but also open to community members is another 
highlight, as is the network of community support groups. 
Another is Continuing Learning Experience, which has 
spearheaded the fund-raising campaign to build a geron- 
tology center on campus. 

Further examples of community outreach are 
joint ventures with the City of Fullerton. One resulted in 
the Fullerton Arboretum, which opened on campus in 
1979. Another produced lighting for the baseball field and 
adjoining soccer fields, while a third yielded lighted soft- 
ball fields. a 

The long awaited reality of an on campus football/ 
soccer complex and baseball stadium in conjunction with 
an on-campus Marriott Hotel recently was approved with 
a fall, 1989 completion date targeted for the athletic 
facilities. 

Toreinforce the University's commitment to high 
academic standards and community services, Cal State 
has embarked on a comprehensive fund-raising cam- 
paign. Its purpose is to raise the necessary non-state 
funding to make a very good university a great university. 











TITAN GYMNASTICS 
A WINNING TRADITION 


Cal State Fullerton's 
women's gymnastic 
team has achieved a 
tremendous amount 
in the last twelve 
years. Some of their 
accomplishments 
include: more top 
three national 
finishes than any 
other school, more 
gymnasts competing 
in international 
events than any 
other school, and the 
second highest 
number of All- 
Americans. Many 
collegiate women's 
gymnastics teams 
have been competing 
for 20 years or longer, but the first organized na- 
tional championship conducted by a national gov- 
erning body didn't occur until the Association for 
Intercollegiate Athletics for Women (AIAW) began 
championships in 1973. 

No other team in the nation has finished as 
many times in the top two or three nationally and 
even going down to the top 10, no team beats Fuller- 
ton. 

In the last twelve years the Titans have 
earned 63 All-American Awards for an average of 
over five per year. Only the University of Utah 
boasts a higher number. 

Perhaps the most amazing fact is that two- 
thirds of all gymnasts that compete for Cal State 
Fullerton become All-Americans before they leave. 
What's the reason for all the success? 

"We've had a commitment at Cal State 
Fullerton to always strive to be the best," said Head 
Coach, Lynn Rogers. "We do this in several ways. 
First, when we recruit gymnasts we don't necessar- 
ily look for just the best athletes, we look for gym- 
nasts with a good attitude, someone who can im- 
prove with hard work." 

Another reason we have maintained the 
quality we have is because of the tradition we've de- 
veloped. The gymnasts today know about the past 
success and they strive to keep the tradition going. 
Sometimes they feel a lot of pressure because of it, 





but it's a good pres- 
sure." Cal State 
Fullerton not only 
has dominated in the 
national champion- 
ships, but also in the 
day-to-day meets. 

In their first 

four years of compe- 
tition they didn't 
lose any dual or invi- 
tational meets en 
route to a 68-0 
record. Their first 
loss ever came in 

1980 after 71 
consecutive victories 

and their first loss 
at home had to wait 
until 1983. 
Roger has been the 
head coach since the 
program was founded and has 386 victories against 
all opponents (including conference, regional and 
national meets). 

"I feel really lucky to have the quality gym- 
nasts that I've had over the past twelve years," he 
said. "These athletes have a commitment to both 
themselves and the program. They believe in Cal 
State Fullerton gymnastics. That's why they came 
here. 

"We've had many gymnasts who could have 
gone to many other universities in the nation and 
been stars. They choose to come to Fullerton be- 
cause they want to be a part of something great. 
Many of them take a back seat when it comes to get- 
ting attention, but these are the real gymnasts that 
make this program tick." 

Rogers doesn't see the success that's unsur- 
passed by anyone in America ending soon. 

"We have many great gymnasts at Cal State 
Fullerton now and I know more will be coming. 
We're beginning to gain momentum that will keep 
us at the forefront of collegiate women's gymnastics. 

"I'm not done yet," he said. "We still have 
more national championships to win."

Since coming to Fullerton in 1976, Rogers has guided his 
teams in 11 of 12 years to no less than a fifth place finish 
atthe national championships. The Titans won the AIAW 
National Championship in 1979, placed second in 1977 
and 1978, and was third in 1976, 1980, and 1981. Since 
1982, Fullerton's women have competed under the aus- 
pices of the NCAA where they finished secondin 1982, and 
third in 1983 and 1984. 


Rogers began his gymnastic coaching career at the 
Anaheim YMCA and spent five years as coach of the highly 
successful Long Beach KIPS gymnastics club. During his 
tenure as Titan coach, he has served as the assistant coach

for the US Women's team at the 1979 World University 
Games in Mexico City and the 1985 World University 
Games in Kobe, Japan. In 1980, the National Association 
of Collegiate Gymnastic Coaches named Lynn Rogers 
Coach of the Year. 


The success Rogers has enjoyed is exempliary in the 
programs won/loss record over the past eleven years. 
Taking into account regular season dual meets and all 
post-season competition, the Titans post a record of 388- 
66, with a winning percentage of .855. Fullerton gymnas- 
tics have earned 63 All-American awards over the past ten 
years, giving them the second highest total among all 
universities in the nation.

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NEW LOOK TITANS SHOOT FOR FINALS 
AGAIN IN 1988 


A new look Cal State Fullerton women's gymnastics team will 
take the floor this year as the Titans shoot to regain entrance into 
the NCAA National Championships. 1988 will find the Titans 
combining a few experienced returners joining an outstanding 
group of freshmen that should help the Titans return to national 
noteriety. Yet Head Coach Lynn Rogers will be faced to compete 
this season without the benefit of two of Fullerton's finest gym- 
nasts. 

Ten-time All-America Tami Elliott and three-time All- 
America Callie Glanton, have both completed their eligibility and 
will be difficult acts to replace. 

But a solid group of returners seems set on making that 
adjustment a little easier. Fullerton’s only upperclassman, 
junior Gina Detterich, walked on to the program two years ago 
and has shown enough positive progress to become a factor for the 
Titans this season. Sophomore redshirt Heather Thomas, as well 
as returning sophomore Debbie Broderick have also shown solid 
improvement and should make a major impact on this season's 
meets. Broderick showed remarkable progress from season 
beginning to end as she scored 9.5 on balance beam at the NCAA 
West Regionals in Seattle. 

Thomas, one of Fullerton's top beam workers, suffered a 
knee injury at the outset of the 1987 campaign and was lost for 
the year. As a freshman though, she showed the promise to be- 
come an outstanding collegiate gymnast. 

"Certainly the age and experience factor of this squad 
stands out in your mind," comments Titan Head Coach Lynn Ro- 
gers. "But I have never worked with a group of more talented 
athletes that also possess such a great work ethic. It hurts to lose 
quality athletes like Elliott and Glanton, but I know that as soon 
as our fans get a chance to see how our returners have improved 
to go along with a great freshman class, they are going to see that 
we are back for good.” 

Nine freshmen gymnasts adorn the Titan roster making 
them one of the youngest teams in Titan history. Headlining the 
group will be three-time US Elite National Team member Lisa 
Dolan of Waterloo, Iowa, and Margot Gumerlock of Bound Brook, 
New Jersey. Gumerlock, one of the nation's top elite competitors, 
has consistently placed in the top five in vaulting in all national 
invitational meets and exercises. 

Titan fans can also look for California's top senior gym- 
nast of 1987, San Diego's Stacey Harris, to make a major impact. 
Harris was one of the nation's top Class 1 vaulters and finished 
first at the state and regional levels. Nita Lichtenstein of 
Houston was the 1986 Class 1 all-around champion of Texas 


while Tiffaney Lambert of Burke, Virginia won the 1986 
USAIGC National Beam Championship. And yet another out- 
of-state product, Krickitt Pappas of Phoenix, won every event 
including the all-around at the 1985 Arizona Class 1 State 
Championships. 

Canadian World University Games team member Heidi 
Geier will redshirt with Fullerton this season after undergoing 
knee surgery late in the summer. Her progress and rehabilita- 
tion have been remarkable and should be a very strong addition 
to next year's roster. 

"Gymnastics is a sport where freshman make more of an 
impact than just about any other," adds Rogers. "These are a 
terrific group of young ladies that are going to be the backbone 
of this team for the next several years, just as people like Elliott, 
Glanton, Taunia Rogers and Roni Barrios were for us in the 
past.” 

Redshirt freshman Celeste Kwak and walk-on frosh 
Heather McIntosh rounds out a squad that gives Rogers and 
new assistants Julie Goewey and Tami Elliott solid depth on 
every event. Kwak underwent recontructive knee surgery prior 
to last season but has recovered well from the injury and should 
give the Titans some strong events while McIntosh has im- 
pressed the coaching staff with some solid efforts in practice. 


VAULT: Harris and Gumerlock will be the top vaulters this 
season, both having achieved much success in this event before 
coming to CSUF. Dolan, Pappas, Broderick, McIntosh, Lam- 
bert, and Lichtenstein will all vie for the remaining spots. 


UNEVEN BARS: Dolan, Lambert, and Thomas appear to be 
strong on the unevens. They will be challenged for spots on the 
team by the other all-arounders as well as Detterich and Kwak 
for a top 6 position. 


BALANCE BEAM: This could very well be the Titans best event 
in '88 with Lambert and Dolan as the leaders. Broderick scored 
well last year here and Thomas has had success on this event. 
The top 6 again will be tough to decide. 


FLOOR EXERCISE: This will be a fun event to watch. The 
team's most powerful tumblers are Gumerlock, Dolan, Harris, 
and McIntosh. Other contenders for the top places will be 
Pappas, Lichtenstein, Lambert, Thomas, and Broderick in an 
undetermined order. ne 











The national scene in college women's 


gymnastics has shown a great deal of 


parity in the past few years despite 
Utah's dominance (sic consecutive 
titles) at the NCAA's. Schools like Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida have really 
made their presence known on the tra- 
ditional powers of Penn State, Arizona 
State, UCLA and Fullerton. 


This season will probably be Rogers' 
biggest challenge in cracking the top 
five due to the strong balance of 
power. For the Titans to earn a trip 
to Salt Lake City this year for the 
NCAA Championships, Fullerton will 
have to look toward the athletes that 
will be the future.

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THE HISTORY OF TITAN WOMEN'S GYMNASTICS 


SUCCESS FROM DAY ONE. 

The women's gymnastics team was founded 
in 1975 at Cal State Fullerton and has a 
tremendous amount of local, regional and 
national success since then. 


The sport was not new to the Fullerton 
campus in 1975. The Titan's already had a 
successful men's team which won three 
national championships in the previous 
four years. In fact it was the men's coach, 
Dick Wolfe, who asked Lynn Rogers to 
coach the women's team. In that first year 
(1975-76) Rogers and Wolfe's wife Char- 
lotte were co-coaches. 


The first year was avery exciting one for the 
Titans as no one knew what to expect from 
the team. The team took everyone by sur- 
prise, beating a nationally ranked team in 
their first meet. It was then that Rogers 
knew that his team had a chance to do well 
in nationals. 


That first team went undefeated and went 
on to place third in the national champion- 
ships. Two All-Americans were named on 
the team: Julie Knight and Patti Mirtich. 


The Titans moved up a notch the following 
season, placing second at the national meet. 
Karilyn Burdick became the first Fullerton 
gymnast to win an individual champion- 
ship with her performance in vaulting. 
Burdick and Mirtich earned All-American 
honors. 


Fullerton inched even closer to that elusive 
team title in the 1977-78 season, posting an 
undefeated record until Penn State edged 
the Titans at the nationals 147.70 to 
147.55. Burdick (second), Bonnie Jordan 
(fourth) and Barbie Myslak (sixth) each 
placed in the top ten all-around and won 
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All-American honors along with Carol 
Johnston who finished second in both floor 
exercise and balance beam. 


Prospects were clouded the following year 
as Johnston was injured early in the season 
and the nationals were to be held at the 
home of the defending champions, Penn 
State. But the Titans came through with a 
championship performance to nip the Ni- 
tanny Lions, 143.80 to 143.70. 


Barbie Myslak won two individual titles in 
vaulting and the uneven bars while finish- 
ing second in all-around. She finished third 
in the floor exercise and fourth on the beam. 
Susan Archer placed fifth all-around while 
Burdick was sixth and Jordan 12th. Bur- 
dick, Jordan and Myslak were named All- 
Americans and Rogers was selected the 
1979 Coach of the Year. 


Defending their title proved a new chal- 
lenge for the Titans. Rogers felt the team 
peaked early and came up short at the end. 
They even lost their first conference meet 
ever, at Arizona State. For a championship 
team, third place in the nationals was dis- 
appointing. 


In 1981 and 1982 the competition in 
women's gymnastics began to vastly im- 
prove. No longer were the Titans winning 
every dual they entered. More teams were 
fielding stronger and better gymnasts. The 
Fullerton team, however, remained tough 
enough and finished 3rd and 2nd at nation- 
als in those two seasons. 


1983 brought another 3rd place finish for 
the Titans, and another individual title as 
senior Julie Goewey won the balance beam 
event. In 1984 freshman Tami Elliott be- 
gan rewriting her version of the Titan rec- 


eal 











ord book, getting 4 All-American awards to 
her honor (she would eventually get 10). 
The team again finished in 3rd place. 


The following year turned out to be a tough 
one for the team as they dropped to fifth 
place after some finding eligibility prob- 
lems with one of the athletes (due to a new 
transfer rule). The Titans also took 5th in 
1986 as other universities were showing 
highly competitive teams. 


1987 was a year that will not appear in 
many Titan record books. The team suf- 
fered some untimely injuries to some key 
all-around competitors. Fullerton was left 
without enough depth to qualify to nation- 
als, thereby breaking the 12 year streak of 
top five national finishes. The 1988 team, 
however, is confident that they can get the 
Titans back to the nationals. 


Fullerton performers have competed 
around the world. Seven gymnasts have 
qualified for the World University Games 
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... the first year was a 
very exciting one for the 
Titans as no one knew what

team (Mirtich 1977; Archer 1979; Goewey 
1981; Goewey, Roni Barrios and Taunia 
Rogers 1983; Elliott 1985; Heidi Geier 
1987). Other gymnasts have competed in 
countries including South Africa, England, 
Hong Kong, Rumania and the Philippines. 


No doubt the most famous Titan gymnast is 
Carol Johnston. Born with only halfa right 
arm, Carol was featured on the NBC series 
"Real People" and then had her life story 
presented as a special entitled “Lefty” on 
the "Wonderful World of Disney." It was not 
uncommon to see film crews at Fullerton 
meets and at their practices as they cap- 
tured moments for the screen. Despite the 
distractions, the girls maintained their 
rigorous training schedules. 


Rogers cites the support and cooperation of 
the men's team as a key in the establish- 
ment of the women's program. Fullerton 
was the first school on the West Coast to 
stage double dual meets with both the 
men's and women's teams competing si- 
multaneously. They began the practice in 
LOTT, 


Rogers originally had three goals: for his 
athletes to make a national team; to coach 
a national team; and for the team to win a 
national championship. Now that all of 
that has been accomplished, what's next? 


"Let's do it again!!" he said. 

















ATHLETIC DEPARTMENT 


The rapid climb of Ed 
Carroll through the ranks of the Cal 
State Fullerton athletic department 
culminated in his appointment as 
Director of Athletics on July 1, 1985. 

University President Dr. 
Jewel Plummer Cobb made the an- 
nouncement on May 28, 1985, after 
a nationwide search and Carroll, 
now 37, immediately ushered in an 
era of "positive thinking" for Titan 
athletics. 

"One of my priorities is to 
enhance the image of our athletic 
program by stressing positives," says 
Carroll. "We must use the power of 
positive thinking to overcome our 
limitations and build our program to 
greater heights." 

His first year as athletic director,Carroll im- 
mediately upgraded the football schedule. LSU, 
Florida, West Virginia and Tulsa have signed on to 
host the Titans over the next few years with several 
other major universities currently in negotioations 
to play Fullerton. 

Carroll began his Fullerton athletic career 
as a wrestler. In 1972 he served as team captain

and was selected the "Most Outstand- 
ing Wrestler" in the California Colle- 
giate Athletic Association champion- 
ship meet. He later served as an assis- 
tant to former head coach Don Matson. 
Carroll earned bachelor's de- 
grees in history and physical education 
from Fullerton as well as a secondary 
teaching credential. He taught physi- 
cal education classes at Fullerton and 
earned a master's degree in recreation 
administration from CSU Long Beach. 
After serving in various capaci- 
ties in the Fullerton recreation depart- 
ment, Carroll left briefly in mid-1980 to 
serve as arecreational sports program- 
mer and doctoral intern at Indiana 
University. 
He returned to Fullerton in November, 
1980 as an assistant athletic director. From October, 
1981 to April, 1982 he was acting athletic director 
and also acting director of the Titan Athletic Founda- 
tion. He then served under athletic director Lynn 
Eilefson, who left in January, 1985 for a similar post 
at San Jose State.
